The resignation of “dward E. 
Gray, Upland city attorney for 
17 years, brought wide speculation 
as to who his suetessor would be 
when the 
on April 18. 

Whether the outcome of the 
election today will determine who 
the new city attorney will be was 
not known but. general indica- 
tions were that Henry Busch, an 
Upland resident and World War 
II veteran, might be one of the 
strongest candidates. 

Mr. Gray said that his associ- 
ate, William Edgerton, was defi- 
nitely not a candidate for the 
city attorney post because “frank- 
ly neither one of us has the time,” 
Mr. Gray said. 

Other attorneys in the city are 
John King, Lewell Bartlett and 
Otto Christensen. Mr. King, al- 
though living here is active in 
San Bernardino law circles while 
Mr. Bartlett has a law practice 
in Ontario. Mr. Christensen, 4 
member of the Upland planning 
commission, maintains law offices 
in Los Angeles.
